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REUNIONS  AND  ORGANIZATION  OF  CLASS 
ALUMNI. 


The  first  reunion  of  the  class  of  ’95  was  held  at  the 
Avenue  House,  Evanston,  Wednesday,  June  19,  1896,  at  10 
o’clock  in  the  morning.  Of  the  fifty-seven  members  of  the 
class,  twenty-one  were  present;  also  four  ex-members. 

After  partaking  of  an  inviting  repast  the  following 
toasts  were  responded  to,  Mr.  Walter  D.  Scott  being  toast¬ 
master  :

A  plan  for  a  permanent  class  organization  was  pre¬ 
sented  and,  after  due  deliberation,  adopted.  The  consti¬ 
tution,  if  such  it  can  be  called,  reads  as  follows  : 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the  “  -A.lumni  of  the  Class  of  ’95, 
College  of  Liberal  Arts,  Northwestern  University,”  and  shall  include  in 
its  membership,  in  addition  to  those  who  received  degrees  from  the 
University  in  June,  1895,  such  others  as  have  been  members  of  the  class 
during  some  period  of  its  school  existence. 

There  shall  be  neither  membership  fees  nor  dues. 

Three  graduate  members  of  the  class,  two  of  whom  shall  reside  in 
or  near  Chicago,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  each  member 
of  which  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  to  be  elected  by  the 
committee,  except  that  the  first  committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  class 
at  its  initial  alumni  meeting,  the  first  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years,  the 
second  chosen  to  serve  for  two  years,  and  the  third  chosen  to  serve  for 
one  year. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  arrange  for  a 
meeting  of  this  organization  at  Evanston  during  Commencement  Week 
(on  Alumni  Day,  if  possible),  and  to  transact,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
class,  such  other  business  as  shall  come  before  it. 


The  class  immediately  elected  as  the  first  Executive 
Committee  Messrs.  Witwer,  Haven  and  Culbertson. 

As  an  indication  of  the  interest  of  the  class  in  general 
university  matters,  it  may  be  noted  here  that  on  this  day 
members  of  the  class  subscribed  ten  dollars  to  the  Alumni 
Scholarship.  The  holder  of  this  scholarship  for  the  year 
1896-97  was  our  class-mate,  Mr.  Holmes. 

The  second  reunion  and  class  supper  was  held  in  the 
Avenue  House,  Evanston,  on  Tuesday  evening,  June  15, 
1897.  Twenty  persons  were  present,  including  one  ex¬ 
member  and  an  associate  member  (by  marriage).  Mr.

MEMORIAL  FUND. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  and  after  a  discussion  in  which  every  one  present  took 
part,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote  : 

That  a  fund  be  raised  by  subscription  among  the  alumni  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  class  of  ’95,  C.  L.  A.,  Northwestern  University,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  suitable  memorial  to  be  presented  to  the 
University  by  said  class. 

That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  solicit  subscriptions 
to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars,  all  subscriptions  to  be  made 
conditional  on  the  pledging  of  the  entire  amount  within  thirteen  months 
from  the  date  of  the  present  meeting,  i.  <?.,  if  the  whole  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  be  not  raised  within  one  month  after  the  next  annual 
meeting  in  June,  1898,  then  all  subscriptions  to  lapse  ;  if,  however,  the 
full  amount  be  subscribed  by  July  15,  1898,  then  all  subscriptions  to 
become  due  and  payable  in  three  equal  installments  :  the  first  on  the 
date  last  above  mentioned,  the  second  and  third  installments  on  the 
dates  of  the  two  subsequent  annnual  meetings  in  1899  and  1900. 

That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  receive,  and  receipt 
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for,  all  subscriptions  as  they  become  due,  and  hold  such  moneys  in  trust 
for  the  class  organization,  to  be  expended  in  such  manner  as  the  class 
shall  direct  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June,  1900  ;  at  which  time  the  com¬ 
mittee,  after  previous  consultation  with  the  University  authorities,  shall 
report  in  detail  as  to  what  definite  object  this  fund  may  be  most  appro¬ 
priately  applied. 

At  this  time  Mr.  P.  L.  Windsor  was  elected  to  fill  the 
position  on  the  Executive  Committee  left  vacant  by  the 
retirement  of  Fred  Haven. 

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  above  outlined  the  committee 
proceeded  to  correspond  with  each  member  of  the  class, 
and  in  many  cases  to  interview  them  personally,  in  order 
to  raise  the  $500.  By  June,  1898,  about  ^^400  had  been 
subscribed,  and  as  the  result  ot  a  fresh  effort  at  this  time 
the  amount  was  raised  to  $500  by  July  15,  1898,  the  maxi¬ 
mum  time  limit  within  which  to  secure  the  subscriptions. 
Soon  after  the  committee  sent  out  a  short  letter  to  mem¬ 
bers  announcing  that  pledges  to  the  requisite  amount  had 
been  secured  to  make  the  class  fund  an  assured  fact. 

By  the  terms  of  the  subscriptions,  one-third  of  each 
pledge  was  due  July  15,  1898,  one-third  will  be  due  June 
15,  1899,  and  one-third  June  15,  1900.  One  hundred  and 
one  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  have  already  been  paid  in 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  by  it  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University,  Dr.  R.  D.  Sheppard,  who  will 
hold  it  in  trust  for  the  class  until  the  whole  amount  is  paid.

The  class  believes  that  it  will  be  doing  a  very  valuable 
service  to  the  University  by  the  establishment  of  a  Memo¬ 
rial.  This  service  will  reside  not  only  in  the  practical 
value  the  Memorial  may  possess  in  itself,  but  also  in  the 
sentiment  of  alumnal  loyalty  of  which  it  will  be  a  perma¬ 
nent  expression.  It  may  be  predicted  that  the  example 
of  ’95  will  be  followed  by  other  classes  and  that  the  indirect 
results  of  our  efforts  towards  establishing  a  suitable  Class 
Memorial  will  encourage  the  inauguration  of  other  similar 
enterprises. 

No  doubt  the  interest  shown  by  the  members  of  '95 
in  their  own  project  will  excite  greater  participation  in  the 
Alumni  Association.  At  present  but  seventeen  of  our  class 
are  members  of  the  University  Alumni  Association,  as 
follows  :  Eckert-Cobb,  Eversz,  E.  H.,  George,  Guthrie, 
Jordan- Hays,  Howard,  Lane,  McElwain,  Neiglick,  Newing, 
Pearsons,  Phillips,  Sargent,  Spies  Peaks,  Watson,  Windsor, 
Witwer. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  subscriptions  to  the  Class 
Fund,  the  chief  work  of  the  committee  has  been,  so  far,  to 
arrange  for  the  reunion.  Although  it  may  not  be  practi¬ 
cable  to  have  each  year  a  class  supper — none  was  had  in 
1898 — nevertheless  it  is  desirable  that  these  reunions  occur 
as  frequently  as  possible,  and  to  this  end  the  committee 
will  try  to  arrange  for  one  whenever  they  have  reason  to 
believe  a  sufficient  number  of  the  class  will  be  in  Evanston 
during  Commencement  Week.  When  no  class  supper  is 
given,  a  meeting  ot  those  members  of  the  class  in  Evanston 
on  Alumni  Day  may  be  called  for  in  some  room  on  the 
campus. 

In  case  the  authorities  decide  to  celebrate  the  semi¬ 
centennial  of  the  founding  of  the  University,  either  in  1901 
or  in  1905,  the  Executive  Committee  expect  to  arrange  for 
a  general  reunion  of  the  class  on  that  auspicious  occasion.
